"Dutch cruiser Golderland with Kruger 
on board had not been sighted.

til late this afternoon and may be held 
outside until tomorrow owing to the 
Jteavy storm.

English All Leave Town.

All 
Englishmen in Marseilles have left 
•town for the day. 
The police and 


military arrangements are. elaborate. 


Great Popular Demonstration. 


Mr. Kruger's arrival here, it is ex- 


pected, will be the occasion for a great 
popular demonstration; but the formal 
proceedings and receptions will not be 
invested with the importance which 
many hold the occasion to warrant, 
•owing to the absentation from them 
-of the prefect, mayor and other func- 
tionaries in their official capacity. 


Talk of Counter Demonstration. 
There is much talk that a counter 


demonstration will be held in1 Marseil- 
les or that anti-English, out-cries may 
lie raised, which would result in street 
disorders. 
But neither the prefect or 


the American consulate officials attach 
•the slightest importance to these ru- 
mors. 


The prefect of police said today: 


•"The crowd in the streets to witness 
•the arrival of Kruger will probably ex- 
ceed 100,000. 
Nevertheless, no dis- 


order in my opinion will occur. 
The 


sympathies of the inhabitants are un- 
doubtedly with the Boers, ' and Mr. 
Kruger will receive a rousing recep- 
tion."" 


The perfect is known to have taken 


strong military precautions and the 
garrison, .numbering about 6,000 men 
•will be held in readiness, but out' ol 
sight at the infantry barracks, in close 
proximity to the British consulate, 
•where no uneasiness is felt.

Interstate Anaoclfitlon Convention Opeiia

Macon, Ga., Nov. 21.—Tiie Interstato 
iotton Growers' association conven- 


tion was called to order here at ten 
o'clock 'by President Harvie Jordan of 
the Georgia association. The conven- 
tion is representative of every section 
of the great cotton belt of the Units-d 
States, every cotton producing state 
being represented -by Missouri and Ok- 
ahoma, which have not yet been orr 
janized into the interstate association. 
It is believed that as a result of this 
conference a strong interstate organi- 
zation, with a central headquarters, 
will be formed. The object of the as- 
sociation is two fold: First, to enable 
the farmers and bankers so to co-op-

LEADERS AGREE ON 


A NEW ARMY BILL 


Regular Force of 65,000—Number May 


Be Increased to 100,000 in Case 


of Emergencies. 


Washington, Nov. 21.—An 
agree- 


ment -has been reached which U is un- 
derstood will determine the character 
of the army organization bill. A regu- 
ar establishment pof 65,000 men is pro- 
vided for, with-power in the hands of 
the president to increase his force to 
100,000 men whenever he thinks such 
.ncrease is necessary. 


This is the understanding that has 


jeen reached between the administra- 
tion and the chairman of the military 
;ommittees of both houses o£ congress. 
The proposition meets with the appro- 
val of the president's advisers. 


The administration is not at all dis- 


couraged over the outlook in the Phil-

months, and a large force of troops 
will be needed to keep the insurgents 
moving. 
The tactics which General 


MacArthur is pursuing is to give the 
guerilla bands no rest, but to keep 
them runnig from one point to an- 
other.

Resort of Weyler Methods Routes the 


Burghers 
to 
Active 
Hostility— 


British Public Not in Sympathy 
with Latest Movement, for Which 
Politics is Largely Responsible. 


London, November 2.—Commandant 


Dewet is not in the least alarmed by 
General Kitchner's bloodthirsty plan 
of conquering the Boers 'by devastat- 
ing their homes and maltreating their 
wives and children. 
On the con- 


trary the plucky burgher has decided 
on a few drastic measures himself. 
Having first proved that 
with a 


handful of men he can easily whip 
a regiment of Britishers, Dewet insists 
upon keeping up the w.ar until the 
continental powers are forced to come 
to their aid for humanity's sake. 


Accordingly, as a counter move to 


Kitchener's and Robert's 
fire 
and 


sword tactics, Dewet aas ordered all 
burghers to rejoin their commandoes 
on pain, so the British censored report 
says, of death. 


Means to Keep British Busy. . 


•Since they are able to' do so much 


damage to 
the 
British forces and 


railroads with only a fragment of an 
army, Dewet believes that with 
a 


force of 10,000 or even 5,000, he can 
more than repay the British for their 


• breach of the rules of civilized war- 
fare.

yesterday the reason for. ordering out 
all the.war correspondents said: "Kit- 
chener has a lot of dirty work to do 
and the less said about it the better." 


This is the way. that the govern-

Admitting that General Kitchener

;welve months under the stimulus of 
appropriations of $450,000 for the fls-

CENSUS 
SHOWS INCREASE OF 


15,045 IN MEMBERSHIP. 


Total Roll Is 156,344—Growth Larger 


During Last Year Than 
for Any 


Twelve Months—National Conven. 
tion in Washington During First 
Week of December. 


Evanston, 111., ov. 21.—The census 


ofthe Woman's Christian Temperance 
union was completed yesterday and 
the expectations of the national of- 
ficers at Evauston were more than re- 
alized. 
A gain in membership of 


15,045 white ribboners has been made 
during the year, and the total number 
of women paying dues to the organiza- 
tion is 156,344. 


The increase is the largest in any 


ye'ar since the early clays of the or- 
ganization. 
• The large gain is at- 


tributed to the increased amount of. 
money spent in the organizing work 
and also to the personal labors In 
the field of Mrs. L. M. N. Stevens, 
the national president. 


Pennslyvania' Largest Gain. 


Pennsylvania shows the 
largest 


membership and gain, but because of 
the non-payment of dues has yielded 
all claims of the banner awarded year- 
ly for the largest increase. Ohio, with 
a gain of 2,108, or 380 less than that 
of Pennsylvania, will obtain the ban- 
ner. 
• Twelve states passed the 500 


mark in the increase of membership. 
This is twice as many as have ever 
before been entitled to participation 
in States' Benefit night at the national 
convention. 


Eleven states report a decrease in 


membership from that of last year, 
but the total loss of these district'; is 
only 973. 
The state of Wisconsin !s 


credited with 3,529 members, a gain 
of 221.

. Chicago, 111., Nov. 21.—At the good 
roads convention today H. H. Gross, 
road expert of the department of ag- 
riculture, made 'the principal address 
of the afternoon. 
He said that this 


influence of hard roads upon farm 
property is to add $5 in value for every 
$1 spent on roads, because the farmer 
can market his crops when the market 
is right, instead of 'marketing them 
when the roads are right. 


Resolutions were passed urging con- 


gress to appropriate $150,000 in the 
coming budget for public road inquiry, 
and urging upon the postmaster gener- 
al that he make it a requisite to rec- 
ommend rural free delivery that the 
locality desiring it must maintain a 
good hard road.

Uncle Sam Oppose* Proposed Severity

Washington, Nov. 21.—The cabinet 
esterday' after exhaustive discussion 


o-f the various phases of the Chinese 
question, decided that Minister Conger 
should be instructed that the -United 
States.are irrevocably opposed to the 
nsisting upon the administration of 
such severe punishment as the minis- 
ters of the several powers at Pekin ap- 
pear to believe ought to be visited up- 
on the.leaders of the late insurrection. 


The eleven princes who are'under of- 


ficial condemnation are among the 
most powerful in the kingdom. Their 
nfluence in the present state of af- 
fairs is understood to be equal to or 
greater than that of the emperor, and 
f the drastic suggestions of the for- 
eign representatives should be follow- 
ed to a conclusion the result would be 
almost inevitably civil war and possi- 
bly the overthrow of the present dyn- 
asty.

Attorney Jesse Earle Mikes a General 


Statement of the Proposition—How 
the Rojcrofters Came Into Exist- 
ence—Decided That Profit Sharing 
Was Not Practical. 


A large majority of the members of 


the Twilight club gathered at the hotel 
Myers last evening and after a three 
course banquet took up the question 
of Co-operative Industries. 


Professor D. D. Ma"yne announced 


that owing to a conflict of dates Rev. 
W. A. Hall was obliged to be in Wai- 
worth county last night to deliver a 
lecture. 
Ex-Mayor 
F. 
S. Baines 


was chosen leader in 'his stead. 


Attorney Jesse Earle was the first 


' speaker on the program and had for 
his subject a general statement of 
co-operative industries. 
His idea was 


that in all labors the laborer had the 
moral right to some share in the re- 
sult of his labors. 
Wealth is the 


product of labor. Labor has two values 
the natural and the market values and 
is bought and sold. The natural value 
gives the laborer what is necessary for 
the maintenance of himself and fami- 
ly. 
The market value what he can 


get. 


Labor Into Three Classes. 


Labor is divided into three classes: 


piece work or so much for each arti- 
_cle made; second, wage plan or so 
much per hour and the third, co-opera- 
tion or profit sharing. 
The Balcer 


Manufacturing Co. of Evansville was 
cited as an example of this division. 
Last year they divided about $$10,000 
among the employes. 


E. H. Ryan read a very well written 


paper on the history of the co-opera- 
tive industry in England, and gave 
many interesting facts to show the 
growth of "co-operation in that coun- 
try. 


Attorney A. A. Jackson also made a 


few remarks and explained the work- 
ings of certain co-operative societies 
in England. 
His remarks were well 


received. 
. 
The third topic was the 
Roycroft 


shops. 
This topic had been assigned 


to J. C. Kline, .but on account of the 
Y. M. C. A. convention coming on he 
did not have the time to attend to it 
so George S. Parker presented the pa- 
per. 


Mr. Hubbard's Scheme. 


Mr. Hubbard had loaned some mon- 


ey on a farm located near East Auro- 
ra, aibout twenty miles south of Buffa- 
lo.
